learned  from  the  writings  of  modern  phi- 
lolophcrs,  who  have  evidently  borrow¬ 
ed,  from  that  very  fyftcifr  which’  they 
moft  ungcncroufly  aim  in  Cecret  to  de- 
ftroy,  their  beft  materials;  who  may  be 
truly  Taid  to  have  robbed  Chriftianity,  in 
order  to*  deck  a  prefumptuous  theory, 
which  they  would  call  their  own.  This, 
if  any  where,  is  to  be  learned  from  paga- 
nifin,  anterior  to  the  publication  of  the 
religion  of  Jefus.

It  is  not  intended  at  prefent  to  a!tcm;)t 
a  comparifon,  which  hath  been  fo  often 
Rated,  and  wherein  the  imperfection  of 
the  heathen'  theology,  as  it  appears  to* 
the  greateft  advantage  in  the  writings  ot 
its  heft  nTafters,  hath  been  demonftra- 
lively  proven.  1  am^  only  to  remark,* 
that  a  Hate  of  future  rewards  and  pu- 
niibments,  under  one  idea  or 'another,* 
feems  to  be  a  point  which  that  theology  u- 
nivcrfilly  fuppofc*,.  and  in  which  it  moft: 
generally  agrees;  and  yet,  whoever  is 
beft  acquainted  with  thc.Pagan  dodtrintf 
on  this  article,  muft  candidly  acknow¬ 
ledge,  that  life  and  ifiimoVtality  are 
brought  to  light  by  the  gofpel. 

But  th  ough  this  doctrine  is  revealed  in 
terms  fuffi  :iently  clear  to  encourage  our 
hopes,  and  alarm  our  fears;  though  we 
are  fully  aflured  that  good  men  fhall  be 
happy,'  and  bad  men  mifcrablc;  and 
that  this  happinefs  or  milery  fliall  chieflj^ 
refult  from  the  habits  of  viftuc  or  vied 
formed  in  this  period  of  our  exiftence, 
the  fenptures  no  where  indulge  a  vain 
cutiofity  in  things,  which,  perhaps,  our 
faculties  arc  not  fitted  to  conceive,  and 
which  would  by  no  means  profit  us  to 
know*  While  we  are,  therefore,  afluied 
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of  the  rtrfurredtion  of  the  bexiy,  when  the 
fuprcine  Lord  lhall  render  unto  every 
ni;in  ^iccording  to  luii  vvoi  Ws,  no  is 
aftordrd  to  us,  fo  far  1  iiavc  been  able 
to  perceive,  to  penetrate  into  the  inter¬ 
mediate  peried,  and  to  dclermine,  with 
alfaiancc,  vliat  tb:dl  then  be  the  prccifc 
mode  of  being,  cr  hate  of  itie  foul. 

The  hypoihefis,  vvlvich  fuppol'cs  the 
foul  to  rcmr.in  in  a  Itate  cf  flecp  till  the 
icfurrc^lion ;  that  is,  in  other  words, 
incapable  of  fenfation,  thought,  or  any 
rnlional  or  moral  fentiment,  is  by  no 
means  an  abfurd  one.  It  is  only  iuppo 
bug  that  it  ceafes  to  be  for  a  certain  pc- 
riewj;  and  there  is  certainly  no  abfufdi- 
ty  in  funpofing  this;  for  he  who  formed 
the  vital,  rational  ipirit,  was  no  doubt  at 
liberty  to  have  formed  it  for  any  period 
of  duration,  as  v/as  molt  fuhfervient  to 
the  great  dclign  of  his  moral  plan:  the 
foul,  no  Icfb  than  the  body,  n;nlt  every 
moment  depend  upon  hhn,  and  he  may 
withdraw  that  power  and  e«u:igy  which 
is  neccirary  fur  its  fubfutence,  ami  again 
communicate  all  its  fenlibiUties  and  ac¬ 
tive  powers  when  he  pKafes.  In  this 
view,  it  may  be  obferved  by  the  bye, 
whether  you  conlider  the  foul  as  materi¬ 
al  or  immateiial,  lo  far  aa  religion  is  con¬ 
cerned  ill  the  quehion,  is  in  trutli  an  ar¬ 
ticle  of  no  importance,  nolwithftaudiug 
all  the  metaphyiical  wrangling  upon  the 
lubjid:  But,  tivough  there  be  nothing 
iih/urJ  in  this  hypoihefis,  abllra<ftly  con- 
lidered,  it  docs  not  appear  to  be  true 
when  examined  by  t!ic  only  mletjuate 
ftandaid,  which  is  divine  n  velation  ;  f»»r 
reafon,  1  will  venture*  to  affirm,  can  de¬ 
termine  nothing  at  all  with  certainty  in 
this  queftion.  Tlie  divine  record,  in¬ 
deed,  fpeaks  qf  death  under  the  meta¬ 
phor  of  deep;  but  this  is  evidently,  a^, 
to  all  outward  appearances,  there  is  a 
total  ceflation  of  every  active  power,  or 
as  it  refers  to  tlie  date  of  the  body  laid 
in  the  lileut  grave.  So  far  as  regards 
the  date  of  good  men,  at  lead,  there  can 
be  no  doubt.  Of  a  multitude,  I  lhal! 
«'nly  t.ikc  notice  of  two  or  three  texts  of 
fcriplurc  that  feem  to  eftablilh  this 
point  lieyoiHl  all  reaionablc  contradic¬ 
tion:  “  Knowing  (fays  the  apoftle, 
ft>e4king  of  himfelf,  and  all  pofiefled  of 
the  fame  common  faith),  that,  “  while 
*  we  arc  prt/irf  in  the  body,  vve  are 
‘  ahfent  front  the  Lord.”  Now,  if  pre- 
fent  and  abfent  do  not  illudrate  and  ex¬ 
plain  one  another,  and  ihew,  with  fufli- 
•icnl  clcarncls',  liial  the  traaQlion  from 


this  to  a  (late  of  future  blif*  is  immt* 
diate\  and  that  the  only  obdruction  to 
that  complete  happinefs,  which  confifts 
in  being  with  the  Lord,  is  being  prefent 
in  the  body^  it  is  iinpi.dible  to  know  the 
inciniiig  t>f  words.  Again,  “  For  1  am 
‘  in  a  drait  betwixt  two,  having  a  detire 
‘  to  departi  and ^  to  be  •with  ChriJii 
*  •which  it  far  better  where  the 
apoltle  evidently  contrads  his  prefent 
date  with  one  which  he  was  to  enter  in¬ 
to  on  his  departure — even  to  be  with 
Chrid,  which  he  declares  tube  far  better. 
But,  of  all  other  paflagcs  of  feripture, 
the  fiory  of  Dives  and  Lazarus  is  the 
inf*d  explicit  and  decifive.  Were  it  not 
for  the  evidence  ariliMg  from  this  repre- 
lentation,  which  is  evidently  defigned  to 
iMiprei's  upon  our  minds  a  driking  idea  \ 
of  the  refpeCtive  dates  of  good  and  bad 
men  .after  death,  I  might  have  been  led, 
perhapo,  to  have  admitted  the  fecmingly 
humane  opinion  of  the  wicked  remain* 
ing  in  a  (bite  of  flceptill  (he  awful  period  ’ 
of  their  final  doom  :  ft»r,  as  lo  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  total  annihilation,,  it  in  equally 
iiiconlident  with  the  whole  tenor  of  re-  ^ 
velation,  and  all  our  ideis  of  fuprcmc 
w’ifdom  and  reCtiturie. 

S')  far  then  feems  plain,  that  the  foul 
exifts  after  death  in  a  fiatc  of  happinefs 
or  mifery;  and  that  at  the  rcfurrediois 
of  the  body  th's  h'^ppinef^  or  mifery  fball 
be  judicially  declared;  but  what  accef- 
fion  either  lhall  receive  is  Icfs  certain.. 
That  there  lhall  be  acccffion  feems,  at 
lead  to  he  implied  in  the  amazingly 
Iplendid  apparatus,  and  ultimate  deci- 
fion  of  that  grand  allize;  but  what  it 
Hull  be,  the  divine  record  no  where  af* 
certains.  If  this  be  the  idea  of  your 
corrtfponderit  Laicus,  with  re*gard  to  a 
middle  date,  it  is  admitted;  but  if  he 
means  that,  in  this  intermediate  ftatc» 
the  condition  of  happinefs  or  mifery  is 
totally  changed,  or  that  in  this'ftatc 
there  are  any  means  preparatory  for  a 
future,  I  nioiild  be  ghd  to  know  upon 
what  foundation  his  opinion  refts:  for 
the  cafe  of  Dives  and  Lazarus,  imme¬ 
diately  taken,  notice  of,  indead  of  dip- 
pvirting  fuch  an  idea  as  he  would  fceia 
to  intinuate,  ap|>e3rs  no  lefs  repugnart 
to  it  than  if  it  had  been  intentionally  de¬ 
figned  to  guard  againd  every  notion  of  • 
this  fort.  This  will  appear  fulficicotly* 
evident  from  the  following  obfcrvationi. 
The  moral  chararftcr  of  both,  though* 
Ihortly,  arc  plainly  enough  marked 
the  period  of  death,  as  if  on  purpoie  ti> 
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iMd  the  mind  to  this  as  the  concluding 
iccne.  Their  rcipe^tive  conditions,  or 
diifert  nf  ftates  of  happinefs  and  mifery, 
nrc  defenbed  as  inftantly  taking  place  on 
this  period.  Their  different  dates  ‘are 
exprtflVd  in  language  that  rifes  to  our 
hMMud  ideas  of  happinefs  or  mifery, 

in  hell  Dives  lift  up  his  eyes,  being  in 

*  torment — Send  Lazarus,  that  he  may 
‘  dip  the  tip  of  hi?  linger,  for  1  ana  tor- 
‘  nunted  in  this  dime.^  On  the  other 
hand,  “  liazarui  died,  and  was  catried 
‘  l)y  the  angels  into  Abraham’s  bodtna.” 
Tiie  Hate  in  which  they  were  refpedive- 
Iv  after  death  is  reprefented  as  incapable 
ot  change:  “  And  bdides  all  this,  there 
*■  is  a  great  gulph  fijced,  fo  that  they  that 
‘  would  pafsfrom  hence  unto  us  cannot; 

*  neither  can  they  pafs  from  us  that 

*  would  come  from  thence.”  From  this 
diort  account,  which  arifes  obvioufly 
from  the  reprefentation,  it  evidently  ap¬ 
pears,  that  a  more  unlucky  cafe  could 
iv)t  have  been  produced  to  anthnrife  the 
n\:^  of  a  mi,idlc  date  as  a  further  date 
of  trial,  or  fiirnilhing  future  means  of 
puril'.cntion.  llefides,  it  feems  no  Icfs 
clou,  from  Abraham’s  anfwer  to  Dives, 
It  vpicriini;  that  he  wonid'fcnd  one  to  ad- 
n' otuih  his  furviving  friends,  that  there 
rt  mi'!  no  rcafonable  hopes  to  thofe  who 
ob'Hnatcly  refiifc  to  be  reclaimed  by  the 
oidnr.ry  methods  of  providence  and 
(.r  grace.  Abraliam  faith  unto  him, 
“  Tiiey  have  Mofes  and  the  prophets, 
‘  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  faid, 
‘  my,  father  Abraham,  but  if  one  went 

*  from  the  dead  they  will  repent.  And 

*  he  faid  unto  him,  if  they  hear  not 
‘  Moles  and  the  prophets,  neither  will 
‘  they  he  perfuaded  though  one  Ihould 
‘  rife  from  tire  dead.”  If  all  this  be  not 
a  (llfcovcry  of  the  divine  plan,  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  intention  of  our  prefent 
due,  and  the  iffue  of  the  improvement 
of  it,  there  are  no  hopes  that  any  ferip- 
tiire  anihofity  will  prove  fatisfying  on 
this  ful>jt*<ft. 

Hilt,  if  one  were  difpofed  to  admit  a 
middle  date,  dcligned  far  perfedting  the 
v:rtucs  of  thofe  who  have  made  but  par¬ 
ti  il  attainments,  or  even  reforming  inve¬ 
terate  habits  of  vice  coutracled  in  this 
world,  dill  it  ought  to  be  maintained, 
tl  at  ihedodrine  of  purgatory,  as  taught 
by  the  Romanilts,  is  not  only  not  found- 
t<l  on  feripture,  is  not  only  highly  ab- 
fird  in  ilfc’.f,  but  attended  with  the  mod 
pernicious  condqucnces  to  the  moral 
2nd  political  intcreds  of  mankind* 


Purgatory,  according  to  the  doctrine 
of  the  church  of  Rome,  may  be  defined 
to  be  **  a  fubterrancons,  or  infernal  pri- 
fon,  wherein  certain  fouls  arc  for  a  time 
detained,  and  there  tormented  with  ma«* 
terial  fire  for  the  punilhment  of  venial^ 
which,  even  after  the  remidion  of  mor¬ 
tal  fins,  have  n<d  been  rufficitnlly  expia¬ 
ted  by  temporal  punifliment;  that  in 
this  date  they  do  nothing  to  merit  or  de* 
merit,  it  being  wholly  penal,  and  intend¬ 
ed  to  fatisfy  the  divine  jufticc.”  This, 
though  far  from  being  all  that  is  taught 
concerning  purgatory,  is  a  jud  account 
of  it,  fo  far  as  it  regards  a  date  of  puri¬ 
fication  after  death.  Now,  this  is  a 
dodtrine  w^holly  built  upon  authority, 
without  any  vedige  of  it  in  feripture  that 
can  fatisfy  any  candid  inquirer  on  thil 
fubjed.  There  is  indeed  one  paffage, 
I  Cor.  iii.  la — 15.  which  (oeakR  of  try* 
ing  hy  fire^  and  of  being  faved  fo  as  by 
fire  ;  but  let  any  man  of  a  found  iimlcr- 
danding,  and  without  prejudice,  cad  hfi 
eye  upon  the  place,  and  he  will  imme¬ 
diately  perceive,  that  the  apodlc  hid  no¬ 
thing  Icfs  in  his  view  than  cftablilhmg 
fuch  a  do^rinc :  for,  in  \\\t  firfi  place, 
he  evidently  refers  to  a  day  when  every 
man’s  work  (hall  be  tried,  not  excepting 
a  Paul  or  an  Apollos ;  which  cannot, 
therefore,  pofiibly  regard  a  purgatorial 
fire,  ^dly^  The  fire,  of  w^hich  the  apodlc 
fpcaks,  w'as  deligned,  not  to  punidi,  not 
to  excruciate  the  fouls  of  men,  but  to 
become  a  ted  of  do^rineit  which  hC 
calls  every  tnatCs  nvork';  what  might 
be  denominated  gold,  filver,  preciouft 
ftoncs;  what  wood,  hay,  diibUe;  yet 
built  upon  the  foundation  that  it  laid^ 
fivkich  is  Chrifi  Jefus  /  be  fund  there¬ 
fore  fpeak  of  fire  by  way  of  analogy,  or 
with  regard  to  its  effeds  in  feparatin^ 
between  the  gold  and  the  drofs.  This 
will  appear  dill  more  evident;  if  wc  ob- 
ferve,  in  the  third  place,  what  (hall  be 
the  confirqucncc  with  rejard  to  the  per- 
fon  whofe  works  iliall  be  thus  tried; 
who,  preierving  the  true  foundation, 
hath  yet  reared  upon  it  wood,  hay, 
dubble — his  work  ftiall  be  fo  far  confu- 
med  as  regards  the  midaken  fupcrdruc- 
ture,  or  erroneous  doctrines;  but  he 
himfelf  diall  be  faved  on  account  of  the 
foundation  upon  which  he  reds  his  hope! 
of  eternal  life — he  (ball  be  faved,  not  by 
fire,  but  fo  as  by  fire;  /.  e,  as  fire  de- 
droys  woo<1,  hay,  dubble,  while  gold, 
filver,  precious  dones,  remain  unhurt; 
in  like  manner,  the  lad  and  grand  np#* 
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fclvfs,  been  in  quictntfs  to  pofTcfs 
f  c  tV til’s  of  iheir  own  itlcarcft*'* ;  hail 
t  ov  bci  n  ticatcil  with  tcrilrt  nf»>  anil  Ril- 
aikl  a  tvTw,  pci  haps  com p.tr.vivrly 
ii’coiiluU  labJe,  coiiciiuon*  made  to  them, 
1'  is  il  fik'uli  to  lay  what  fXjKiiicr.ts 

'  »r  ht  nave  b'*!  n  dcviicil  to  have  countir- 
:hci!t!igns  f  the  rcfoiir.er?; altoge¬ 
ther.  at  kail  how  far  the  progicls  of  the 
i.i'oi  r.iAtion  iniglil  have  been  retardcil.lhc 
cci'cral  union  pufei  ved,  anj  llie  authurl 
ivt  fihe  church  of  Rt»inc,  upon  the  vihoV, 
.'»ckao\N ieiigeil.  It  i>  more  than  pioiM- 
Me  that  the  hrll  nfoimets  woulil  have 
l.iti>hed  them. ekes  with  very  little,  anil 
continued  long  warm  and  zealous  voia- 
riv'  I't  many  »  f  her  dillinguiilicd  tenets. 
'i'lK  II formation  would  certainly  have 
l\5.  1  Ici.s  lapid  and  more  diftant;  but 
t'le  irdircutt  and  intuicrating  Ipiiit  cf 
t  a!  ’c’.'gion  could  l>ear  no  ficcdom  of 
krtimci't  that  had  the  lead  appearance 
HI  oppofuion  ;  and  thus,  by  itsi>vin  in- 
irate  7«  a),  pulled  ib'wn  violei’tly, 
aik'  at  cnee,  .a  part  oi  the  tabric  which  it 
n.tir.divl  ti’  Uipport  and  rcudtr  ’mpre^- 
lublc,  atul  at  the  fame  time  opriud  the 
iv  t.-  of  a  prc  it  part  of  Europe  to  \  ciccive 
the  wiakiicls  of  the  whule,  and  make 
gradual  encroachments  upon  it — Such 
encroachments,  that,  if  Popery,  in  its 
prrkni  iurm,  cannot  be  Conliilcrcd  a^  a 
icii.Uiiial  or  rational  ntlem,  it  is  ccr- 
t  nnly  htcome  lefs  cflinlivi,  and  lets  in- 
ji  njus  in  a  civil  and  political  view ;  and, 
in  a  moral  mcw,  lek  able  to  ulnrp  its 
mo:  till  dominion  over  the  facud  ami 
u;  alienable  rights  of  conlcicncc  and  pri- 
v.itf  ind^ment.

the  fcripiures  arc  his  only  rule  of  faith; 
i»ud  lie*  can  venture  to  pronounce,  with 
alkiiancc,  that  the  di/drinc  of  the  New 
"ledament,  concerning  the  Father,  the 
5on,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft,  bear  not  the 
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miiAdidant  fimilitude  toTranfubftantion, 
Not  the  w  ililitl  jargon  ever  taught  in  the 
fchooU,  or  broae'heil  in  ,1  erred,  conci  *  n- 
ing  the'  former,  kerns  half  fo  incredible 
a?  the  mod  plaufibie  interpre‘t.ationsof  (tie 
latter.  The  ents  explain  it  as  you  will, 
holds  up,  as  the  objeOl  of  my  faith, certaia 
qibdraiM  propofitions,  or  the  conniOfioa 
luppofed  to  exUl  between  ecrt4in*  ideas, 
ot  whieh  alone  the  iinderll  ineling  e'aa 
judge,  and  with  regard  to  \x  hich,  there* 
fore,  did'erent  men  may  think did'crcnily, 
according  lo  thiir  diiktciU  capacities, 
e'iicnmftances.  i>r  coi.ccpticns  of  whit 
m  ly  be  true  or  fabe.  The  Qtbcr  is  the 
immediate  I'lijciff  of  my  rentes,  of  my

true,  as  one  wittily  and  juftiy  exprclfca 
it,  it  id  the  mod  ill-r.atuie\l  truth  in  the 
wc'fld,  beeaide  it  leaves  nothing  true  but 
itfclf.  Ii  lU’iy  be  adiiiiieel  in  cue  ieu- 
teuce,  that  ttieieis  not  one  thing  known 
or  believed,  in  the  natural  or  moral 
world,  th.nt  bears  the  mod  didant  ana¬ 
logy  to  this  mod  wonderful  of  all  doc¬ 
trines. 

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  delivered  my  frnli- 
ments  on  the  fnbjeCf  of  Laicus’s  letter; 
a  InbjiCt  1  Humid  not  have  thought  of 
ultroncoully  introducing  into  your  Mif-

yV.7  engages  our  attention. — Light  and 
oouviefion  are  imperceptibly  conveyed 
into  our  minds  ;  our  imaginations  arc 
delightfully  entertained,  our  afteiitions 
find  fomewhnt  to  feaft  upon  with  exqui- 
fite  complacency  ;  and  when  the  topic  is 
finiJheJ,  we  judge  it  to  he  exhattfled 
too;  we  pronounce  the  view  exhibited 
(‘f  it  to  be  jhji  ratiuT  than  nrw.  In 
fhort  were  wc  to  attempt  the  fame  fuh- 
ji\‘l  ('urlclvcs,  vve  arc  convinced  that  wc 
could  not  coulider  it  in  a  ditferent  light, 
nor  exprefs  onr  ideas  otherwife  or  fo 
Will.  Such,  Sir,  1  take  to  be  the  idea 
of  a  Compofer.  Such  preachers  appear 
weekly  in  our  Rrilifli  pulpits,  and  fuch 
clTaylfls  contribute  to  your  magazine  the 
beff  materials  contained  in  it.  I  was  go¬ 
ing  to  mention,  by  their  real  or  affumed 
names,  a  few  in  cither  profffiion  to 
whom  the  honourable  charadcr  belongs. 
But  I  mull  refrain;  fome  might  imptign 
my  decifion,  (.tlicrs  load  with  dciraiflion 
thole  whofe  tVle  to  the  palm  is  iiullfpu- 
table.  I  am  perfuadeil,  however,  ibat 
yon  win  lid  rejoice  with  r^/r,  were  the 
rnmS'T  of  ♦his  fcleel  band  more  confi- 
ilerablc*.

R^tailfrs  make  the  fecord  clafs.— - 
This  word,  in  its  current  acceptation,  i* 
well  known,  even  by  thofc  who  traffic 
in  nut-megs,  pepper,  or  muftard.  In 
this  kind  of  commerce,  one  who  fells 
out  in  fmali  parcels  what  vs^as  imported 
in  large  (juantities,  is  commonly  called 
a  retaihr.  In  this  view  the  word  i® 
proper  enough  for  exprcHing  w'hat  I 
mean  by  it:  But  I  hope.  Sir,  to  *>btain 
yonr  indulgence,  and  that  of  the  publici 
if  I  extend  the  term  a  little  beyond  the 
vulgar  acceptation  of  it.  Him  I  call  a 
retailer  in  liter aturfy  who  gives  U8  a 
tranfeript  of  what  wms  formerly  the  pr(^ 
ivrty  of  the  public,  but  who  gives  it 
not  under  the  notion  of  a  tranfeript^ 
but  of  an  oriy:;ii:ul  piece.  If  h<?  gives- 
it  as  a  tranfc;  iot,  he  is  not  a  retailer, 
he  is  an  editor.  Provided  a  judicious 
chrdee  is  made,  1  condemn  not  thoft 
preachers  wno  adopt  this  expedient.-^

h  iv'j  been  ilran;:ers  to  for  ever,  and  \vc 
thdr  hoa’-ers  loJc  nothing  by  the  dcccp- 
lina,  if  it  car.  be  fo  called.  Such  re- 
tiiiU  » 1,  M'  Ti  inter,  make  a  part  of  your 
ctrrtj'p'tnjefits  loo.  Blit  ill  the  bufiiufa 
1)1  li.a.;  lyli'c-iuakiug,  I  think  the  expe- 
liicii*  tho'ild  be  adopted  w-itli  fome  re- 
,  livK^ti  111  ’  wliicli  m  ly  be  difpenfed  with 
fio'i  tncpulod.  In  your  province  \\\c. 
e/i|Hvi.ci,i  (A'  jetdilin^y  as  above  de- 
fiu*.<l,  Is  II  oulv  cxcnlable,  but  praife- 
wortliv  ill  the  following,  and  perhaps 
tome  oiticr  cafes,  viz.  when  a  piece  is 
cinn  tH,  orotherwile  valuable,  when  it

In  tliefe  and  the  like  circumltan- 
re;  ,  provaied  the  materials  are  valuable 
iii  tlumlclves,  or  if  incidental  and  tem- 
p  )i  ti  y  confiderations  render  a  republi- 
cinori  lcjfo'’able  and  interclling,  my 
advice  (I  ulh-r  it  with  deference)  is, 
retail  liberally  and  avow’cdly:”  You 
'vill  tints  inOrin^t  and  entertain  your 
ri.iilers  better,  than  by  introducing  fome 
c'^i^piial  pieces  whole  Ibghett  merit  is, 
thj!  they  <vocrc  compofed  ycjlerdayy  or 
la.l  iMcck.  But,  Sir,  you  Ihould  al'vays 
tcil  us  that  the  piece  is  but' a  republican 
When  this  is  not  done,  1  believe 
til  •  blame  lies  not  on  yon,  but  on  your 
eorrelp'indenls,  who  hurt  li.emfelves  by 
Cwiicealing  the  truth  from  you,,  and  from, 
the  public;  for  if  we  were  infornitd  from 
original  they  have  copied  their 
tr  iufcript,  we  vvooidclafs  them  not  with 
retailers  but  editors y  which  is  undoubt> 
*‘dly  the  more  honourable  profcllion. 
hi  your  number  for  the  ftift  current,  you 


inferted  “  the  p’^ocefs  of  the  carl  of 
Bolliweirs  divorce,  dated  1565,”  which  | 
aifure  the  public,  was  in  print  befare. — 
Whether  you  or  your  nvorthy  friend 
who  favoured  you  with  the  copy,  or 
perhaps  the  origin.il,  is  in  this  cafe  the 
retailer^  1  cannot  divine. 

In  the  fune  number  (^P.  9.],  Philo- 
peemcn,  upon  the  bafis  ot  a  very  inno¬ 
cent  innuendo,  rears  the  tottering  fabriq 
of  a  very  fuperficial  preface,  in'  which 
(if  you  except  that  vanity  which  the 
good  humble  man  labours  fo  ineffedu** 
ally  to  conceal)  there  is  juft  as  little  to 
invite  attention  as  to  create  difgulh — 
Well,  what  follow's  ?  Juft  as  much  ancj 
no  more,  than  he  thought  proper  Iq 
triAufcribe  from  Dr  Swift’s  eflay  on  th«? 
fines  of  clergymen — a  piece  which,  with 
the  colleiftion  whereof  it  is  a  part,  hallt 
already  obtaiiKd  a  place  in  more  libraries 
than  ever  Pliiloj>oe me n’h  writings  will  be 
ailirvittcd  into.  How  doth  the  ftory  end 
With  a  common  place  remark,  which 
every  reader  could,  without  Philopot- 
men’s  help,  make  for  himfclf:  But  Phi- 
lopccmcn  tells  us  whence  he  had  it; — it 
is  therefore  not  a  retailed  piece^  but  a 
new  edition.  Very  true ;  it  is;  how¬ 
ever,  an  unnecejfary  edition ;  and  it 
may  be,  were  Dr  Sw  ift  alive,  he  would 
not  judge  it  a  compliment  to  have  his  fi- 
nilhed  productions  intcrw’ovcn  with  o- 
Ihers  of  fo  very  different  a  texture  and 
fabric.  But,  Mr  Philupcenicn,  yon  will 
perhaps  reinonftrate,  that  Swift  wrote 
as  poor  jejune  performances  as  your  prcr 
face  and  conclufion.  1  admil  it ;  but  do 
you  favour  us  with  .os  many  fpecimeiis 
of  genius  and  lafte,  and  then  you  fiialV 
have  the  benefit  of  the  public  indulgence 
for  an  equal  number  of  triflcM.  You  fee 
upon  what  reafonable  terms  lam  difpu- 
fed  to  do  you  juftice. 

But  I  had  aim  oil  forgotten  to  take  no¬ 
tice,  that  there  is  another  fpccies  of  re¬ 
tailing  which  is  univcrfally  judged  (if 
tiniver pally y  1  need  not  lay  jujily) 
meritorious,  and  that  is  by  tranf- 
Lating  well  what  is  worthy  to  be  writ¬ 
ten  and  to  be  read  in  every  language- 
So  far  as  I  know,  this  mode  of  retail^ 
ing  is  rarely y  if  at  all  adoj^ted  by  ot^ 
Bntilb  prearhers.  Whether  antient  fer- 
mons,  and  thofc  compofed  by  learned’ 
foreigners  of  later  times  would  admit  of 
being  transfufed  with  advantage  into  our 
mother  tongue,  or  whatever  clfe  it  the 
canfc  why  fiich  coinpofilioiii  arc  fcldom 
tranjlatedy  and  Bill  fcldmner  retailed 
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from  our  protcftant  pulpits  in  Britain,  I 
pretend  not  to  determiKc.  However,  f 
obferve  of  late  fotne  fcledt  parts  cf  Ci- 
ciro,  Aldus  CTlliiis,  Chrylo'hnr.e,  and 
rolyxniis,  5cc.  t>ut  into  .iii  liiuglllli  tlrcfs 
in  your  Milcellaity ;  ami  it  would  gne 
me  a  liiph  degree  of  fatisfaction  t<*  fee 
fiich  fpeciniens  of  antient  genius,  tailc 
and  eloquence  rdailcJ  in  greater  nbiin- 
ilancc  by  the  fiinc  vehicle  of  literary 
commerce.  To  whom  is  the  elegant 
and  fpirited  tranllator  related?  He  is 
(honourable  and  meritorious  connec¬ 
tion  !)  the  ycningcr  brother  of  a»r  origi¬ 
nal  author.  Admit  him  into  yonr  foci- 
ety,  ye  Ions  of  genius?  for,  alhlted  I'y  a 
competent  vein  of  invention,  whicli  the 
charaCier  of  a  good  tranllator  doth  not 
excinde,  he  iiiay  venture  to  compofc  in 
any  language  which  he  underftands. 

Couipilers  (the  lalt  clafs  I  mentioned) 
arc  thofe  wlio  /'i  manufacture  the  labours 
of  «)tl»crs,  ai  ti)  retain  what  ourchyinifts 
would  call  the  elfcuce^  but  alter  t!ie  iize, 
arr.ingeTient,  or  plirafeidogy  i)f  the  ori- 
ghial  author.  Some  wiiiings  are  from 
the  beginnir^  to  the  end  replete  with 
llciliug  anUMnah,  but  (which  is  the 
more  pardonable  fault)  are  deficient  in 
the  ixtcrior  graces,  and  nice  delicate 
touches  i>f  comp  jiition.  'I'o  rctub  r  Inch 
pieces  more  ufefid,  or  even  nu  rc  prlata* 
l)!e,  by  illuftrating  whit  is  obrciire,  ex- 
puubng  a  ihunght  too  laconically  ex- 
prciTcil,  ri trenching  fnperHuities,  cloiii- 
ing  a  fi  ntiment  in  a  more  f.'tjhiofiahhy 
but  not  ilrels,  or  introilucing a 

more  natural  arraugeir.ent  of  inalciials.  is 
not  only  pardonable  biitineritonons;  But 
in  uaoft  cafe.*^,  he  who  can  with  fiieccfs  ex- 
t  entcfoci)naplicnlcdatalk,  could, with  the 
lame  »ue.ahirc  of  knowledge,  iudgment, 
.and  critical  tkill,  aiul  uith  a  few  grains 
of  creative  powers  luper.uldcd,  produce 
an  original  piece  of  eijiial  value.  The 
i^bfcrv.ition,  Mr  Printer,  admits  but  of 
few  exceptions,  “  That  the  produi^fion 
of  a  legitimate  fon  of  genius  is  feldorn 
mended  but  for  the  wt>rfe.”  Who 
would  try  to  poliih  a  Hercules  ?  Take 
aw.iv  his  gigantic  llatnre,  his  brawny 
limbs,  his  m.ifciilinc  heroic  figure,  he  be- 
cv>mes  extiuvt  under  the  oncration:  He 
ce.afes  to  be  Hercules,  and  degenerates 
into  a  puny  timid  dwarf,  with  whi)m 
few  will  keep  company,  and  fewer  Hill 
deign  to  comidcr  as  their  cijuals.  Of  all 
Compilers,  iliofc  arc  the  moft  ct>n»cmp- 
tible  who  are  eminent  for  no  talent  but 
indulliy,  and  wlio,  with  all  ihdr  iuJuf* 


try,  have  the  ability  only  to  debafe  that 
precious  ore,  which,  by  pe rverle  fate,  \% 
doomed  to  fall  into  their  unfkillful 
hands,  by  incorporating  with  it  their 
i>wu  duH  and  nibbilh’.  Tbefc  arc  the 
mere  drudges  in  literature,  who  damni¬ 
fy  and  render  iifclefs  the  very  maieriaia 
they  me  in  to  correift  and  polilb.  I  fu- 
perlcde  an  enumeration  of  thole  methods 
by  which  an  indiftVrent  author  may  be 
improved,  and  a  firft  rate  one  made 
worfe.  Kxamplcs  of  both  kinds  arc, 
perhaps,  to  he  found  in  that  order  of 
men  who  nrefule  over  our  religious  im¬ 
provement.  and  ol  the  latter  fort  no 
Imall  number  among  your  corrcfiH)n- 
dents.

S  I  K, 

OF  the  many  reports  circulated  daily# 
viz.  that  great  numbers  of  our  fel-  ^ 
b»w  fuhieifts,  from  federal  provinces  of  th€ 
three  kingdoms,  have  already  deferted 
our  mo’ her  country,  and  that  many  more 
are  rreditating  an  eiopement,  fume,  it  is 
hopCil,  are  groundlefs,  others  exaggera¬ 
ted.  As  a  lover  <»f  my  country,  1  would 
reioire  were  the  whole  a  fidlion  ;  but  the 
matter  is  othtrwife.  That  the  humour 
of  emigrating  is  now  the  prevailing  mode, 
and  that  tlie  rage  of  it  hath  not  yet  fub* 
full'd,  but,  like  an  epidemical  diltemper, 
is  ftill  din'uiing  its  contagious  irflucQce 
from  individuals  to  multitudes,  cannot 
be  denied.  I'his  popular  frenzy  looks 
with  a  frowning  portentou'*  afpciitonthc 
opulence,  cn  the  Ifrength.  nav,  on  the 
very  being  of  our  Aatc.  What  is' a  lygC 
and  fertile  country  without  a  fuffident 
number  of  inhabitants  to  cultivate,  and 
to  enjoy  the  produce  of  it  ?  What  but 
a  wild  dreary  waftc,  which  even  the  ad¬ 
vent  rous  huntfman  cannot  traverfe  with¬ 
out  fear  and  danger  ?  A  cottage,  nay,  a 
palace,  lying  in  rubbilli,  is  one  of  the  leaft 
entertaining  fpciitacles  to  the  human  eye, 
which  delights  in  order,  beauty,  and  ele¬ 
gance.  From  the  very  thought  of  de¬ 
formity  and  ruin  every  feeling  heart  re¬ 
coils.  Gr.int,  gracious  Hcawn  1  that 
fnch  ghaftly  feenes  of  defolation  rn^ 
never  disfigure  the  face  of  our  beloved 
ccuiitry  !  Without  the  aid  of  a  propbc- 
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ilc;<l  imnuirt*,  the  ronfcquences  of  this 
>i;u  ininj^  evil  arc  clearly  to  be  f(»rcfccn. 
It  !•,  irkl'cMnc  to  dcl'cant  upon  them.— I 
lli.’l!  lirtcHy  point  out  a  few  of  its  mod 
obvious  c^uks,  and  of  its  probable  anti¬ 
dotes  anti  remedies. 

The  caufes  of  emigration  from  our 
natise  laud  arc  cither  natural,  artificial, 
Cl  nccijeiitnl. 

I'lic  natural  caufes  arife  from  the  cha- 
raoU‘1  ilVical  propeniity  or  genius  of  a 
people;  and  this  owes  its  birth,  its  nou- 
riilinient,  and  mature  date,  to  the  cli- 
r.  itc  or  lit  nation  of  their  country.  From 
tune  imincm.irial,  the  natives  of  Britain, 
tToecially  of  Scotland,  have  been  didin- 
giiinuil  by  a  tlefirc  of  viliting  foreign 
p  jriti,  for  the  gratifying  of  which  conjlt^ 
tutioTidl  ptilUon  the  pofiliou  of  our 
ceuiitry  affords  ample  fcopc.  The  na- 
ti'  es  of  a  large  continent  are  fcldom  ad- 
(i.vted  to  travelling:  the  unavoidable  fa- 
i  ligiie  and  cxpcncc  of  long  land-journiefe, 

!  their  diftance  from  the  lea,  the  want  of 
ugiil  »r  ci>rrtlpoiulence,  and  of  political 
counedions  wiih  far  didant  nations,  and 
(Uiier  li  ch  natural  caufes,  afford  no  fuel 
I  '  to  t!ic  Ipirit  of  emigration.  But  In  a 
luge  commercial  ifland,  like  ours,  the 
I  t.ijc  is  ilifKr».nt :  few  parts  of  our  inland 
country  are  more  tlian  two  days  jOurncy 
from  :i  commodious  haven.  In  a  few 
moiiibs,  and  at  a  very  moderate  expelice, 
/  n.ay  a  long  fea  voyage  be  accomplilli^d. 
Ti'iis  wiih  comparative  eafe,  may  a 
tiiiift  for  knowledge,  wealth,  honour,  or 
cvvn  a  fiarural  principle  of  curiolity,  be 
grn’ined. 

'I'he  artificial  caufes  are  too  numerous 
to  be  conipiilcd  within  the  limits  of  a 
iniPh VC  letter:  I  mention,  i.lhecondi- 
■  Uition  of  a  government.  In  fome  fo¬ 
reign  dates  the  fuhjcCts  are  not  permit¬ 
ted  to  abandon  their  native  country  till 
litisl’ying  reafons  are  given,  and  a  tolc- 
I  rali(in  granted  by  the  date.  The  fpirit 
ol  ihcBiitilh  government  is  a  fpirit  of 
liberty:  every  fubjed  may,  without  re- 
Itiaiiit,  chiiic  the  place  of  his  abode. 
Far  be  it  from  me  to  wilh  that  infringe 
incuts  were  made  on  pur  conditutional 
bberty  ;  but  I  hope  I  may,  without  of- 
tence,  fugged,  that  it  is  the  bufinefs  of 
our  governors  to  take  care  ltd  the  date 
fi.d.iin  damage  by  the  abufe  of  it.

leaders,  repair  to  the  banks  of  the  Eu¬ 
phrates,  and  attempt  to  rebuild  Baby¬ 
lon,  notwithdanding  the  divine  malcdio 
tion,  “  Babylon  lhall  never  be  inhabited, 
neither  lhall  it  be  dwelt  in  from  genera¬ 
tion  to  generation.”  Some  of  our  men 
of  property,  alVeded  with  what  I  may 
call  a  iifdium  patritt^  have  purchafed 
large  trads  of  the  crown  lauds  in  the 
wilds  of  America.  Thither  fome  of 
them  have  made  an  expedition  in  per- 
fou ;  others  have  fent  colonics  of  over- 
feers,  dewards,  mechanics,  ploughmen, 
with  their  wives,  children,  and  fervants,’ 
not  to  fpeak  of  every  expenlive  appara^- 
tus  of  provifions  and  utenfils  for  clearing 
and  cultivating  thefe  ultra-marineedates. 
Thus  Britain  hath  lod  thoufaiufs  of  her 
native  inhabitants :  but  thefe  deferters; 
not  fatisfied  'with  robbing  their  country 
of  her  mod  fuolantial  treafure,  her  mar¬ 
ried  men  and  women,  her  robud  young 
men  and  maidens,  her  young  children* 
thofe  beautiful  plants,  which,  a  dozen 
of  years  hence,  would  have  been  her 
drength  and  chief  ornament:  not  fa- 
tisfied  with  thefe  partial  depredations, 
they  are  meditating  the  final  ruin  of  that 
country  which  gave  them  birth.  On  the 
farther  Atlantic  Ihore,  I  behold  them 
with  their  faces  hitherwards,  their  arms 
extended,’  and  in  the  podure  of  crying 
aloud - hark  !  I  hear  a  cry  I  it  is  re¬ 

peated  again  and  again — Cowc  over  and 
help  us  !  Yes,  Mr  Printer,  that  cry 
hath  been  didindtly  heard  in  the  nortb 
of  Ireland,  in  the  north  of  England,  and 
in  the  remote  illes  and  forclls  of  Caledo¬ 
nia  !  Hence  thofe  fwarms  of  emigranta 
who  cover  our  Ihores,  and  crowd  our 
Ihips,  and  burden  the  ocean.  They  arc 
a-g<»ing.  Seethe  tears!  hear  the  wail¬ 
ings  of  the  mothers  that  bare  them  !  lif- 
ten  to  the  tender,  the  melting  intreatie^i 
of  their  brothers  and  fifters,  faying,  **  O 
forfake  us  not  !”  No;  the  tears  and 
wailings  of  a  bereaved  and  affectionate 
mother,  the  tender,  the  melting  intrea- 
tics  of  dilconfolatc  brothers  and  filler# 
avail  not.  Allured,  infatuated  by  the 
magic  of  the  diftant  cry,  Come  over  and 
kelp  us,  many  individuals,  aay,  many

ceflpy,  hive  taken  their  llight  to  the 
new  world  I 

In  lijpport  of  this  aHu  rtion,  1  lay  be¬ 
fore  yoiir  readers  the  following  faei;  of 
which,  left  it  lx?  detnied  a  iiiftion,  I 
like  wife  relate  the  autl»eiuicating  tir- 
cumftances.

3-  Improvements  in  natural  know¬ 
ledge,  and  in  the  mechanic  arts.  Since 
the  application  of  the  needle  and  magv 
net  to  the  art  of  navigation,  how  many 
of  our  hariiy  Caledonian  youths  have  ^ 
embraced  the  fea*  faring  bnfinefs  for  life? 

In  every  geuei  ation,  lincc  the  dilicovcry 
of  the  new  w’eftern  world,  what  count- 
lefs  numbers  of  our  honeft  induftrious 
countrymen  have  failed  over  yciUder  vaft 
tra»il3  of  fea  in  (jueft  of  bread  ?  Of  bread, 
dirl  1  fiy?  they  meant  to  make  an  eftatc 
aiul  to  rct'iru.  But,  perverfe  fate  !  of  ^ 
the  many  thtjufaiuh  w'ho  go  away,  only  ^ 
a  few  return  ;  the  greater  part,  by  a  pre- 
n'.aiurc  death,  go  to  the  lilent  world, 
and  are  never  more  heard  of.  Yet  ftiil 
tlu:  pallion  f\)r  l\*rfign  adventures  pTt-  i 
v.iils  !  So  little  art  the  dangers  of  the 
deep  now  regarded,  that  the  young ffn*  ‘ 
terprizing  fpirits  of  our  age  ftep  on  (hip- 
board  on  a  v\»yagc  for  the  coaft  of  Gui¬ 
nea,  or  either  India,  with  lefs  palpita¬ 
tion  of  heart  than  their  fires  and  grand- 
fires  would  feel  when  they  erabarkclj 
from  the  Forth  for  the  Thames.  Ifthii 
frantic  pafiion  for  diftant  voyages  con¬ 
tinue,  1  doubt  not  but  the  Lochaberand 
Argyle-lhire  peal'ant  will,  in  a  ftmrt  time, 
fo  far  get  the  liettcr  of  that  difeouraging 
principle  that  he  will  be  able  to 

climb  to  the  top  of  the  higheft  mad  in 
his  majefty’s  navy,  with  the  famc’ab- 
fcnce  ot  difquieting  apprehenITons  as  he 
now»  ftep;  up  to  thatch  the  roof  of  hil 
little  cottage. 

In  our  meaneft  villages  ing’cnious  tod 
robuft  artizans  arc  trained  up  in  foch 
handicraft  trades  as  are  uftful  to  thefacv 
mcr  and  houfe-holder :  but  where  aiT 
they  to  find  encouragement?  Not  io 
thofc  villages,  not  in  the  adjacent  coon- 
try.  There,  they  fay,  provifions  arc  fo 
fcarce,  and  every  thing  fo  dear,  that 
few  can  afford  to  employ  and  pay  the®- 
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To  onr  1irgc  caj)ital  cities  they  repair; 
iMit  iH'fiold  thele  arc  over-flocked  with 
pr.idit loners ;  trade  is  low,  bulinefs  of 
aII  kiiivli  in  a  Hate  of  flagnation ;  labour- 
iij  lunds  arc  plenty,  but  there  is  no  dc- 
muul  f<»r  their  workmanlbip.  Tn  the 
vews- papers  advertifements  are  inferted 
(l"ilv,  ctl’cring  encouragement  to  an  ex- 
I'jiienad  gardener,  a  mill- wright,  a 
'jaielc  c.M  pcntcr,  a  blackOnith,  and  o- 
tlicr  oKchafiics;  but  fuch  encourage- 
iMcnf  is  to  be  had  abroad  only.  That  is 
not  rc'koncd  a  grievance ;  the  propofals 
;ire  g’aiptd  at  by  numbers;  and  thole 
ulio  have  no  immediate  profped  go  on 
ll)i;)-h>;ud  at  a  venture. — You  fee.  Sir, 
that  the  number  of  thofc  who  pratJtilc 
the  manujl  artt  is  one  caufc  of  cmi- 
gr  ition.  A  fourth  caufe  is  the  want  of 
t  r.LMiiragement  for  thofc  who  excel  iu 
l!;c  kuijwledgc  of  the  llheral  aris,—“ 
t  but  my  paper-room  is  exhaufled;  I  am 
j  to  relume  the  bibjedl  in  another  letter.

'  Jhincr's  Den  ;  that  apartment  will 
pltjlt  vie  as  well  as  the  molt  elegant 
loom  in  your  lodging.

When  one  endeavours  to  explain 
T»n>  pirt  of  the  prophetical  books  of  the 
Old  rcflamciit,  lie  mull  keep  in  view 
Hr  gra.*d  leading  truth  that  riinsihro’ 
tile  wiiolc  foiiplurcs,  and  lo  which  every 
)  irticular  prophecy  has  fomc  kindx)f  rc- 
U’tnce. 

The  bible  contains  no  fuperfluous  mat*- 
t  r.  It  is  one  uniform  work,  writteh  by 
('iff.Tciit  perlbns,  at  different  times,  but 
t  s-'t’.ttd  by  the  fame  fpirit.  Every  p.irt 
<’•1  it,  the  hillury  of  particular  nations, 
'ihc  revolutions  of  iliitcs  and  kingdoms, 


the  records  of  great  events,  whether 
common  or  extraordinary,  are  immedi¬ 
ately  connerfled  with  that  leading  truth 
which  is. the  fubje(Jl  of  all  divine  revela¬ 
tion,  otherwife  they  would  not  have  been 
inferted.  The  leading  truth  is,  that 
God  is  in  Chrift  reconciling  a  guilty 
world  to  himfelf.  That  truth  was  held 
out  by  Mofes  and  the  prophets  to  the 
Jcwifli  nation  in  all  their  dilfercnt  cir- 
cumflanccs  and  connections,  to  alTure 
them,  that  he  who  was  the  invifible  lead¬ 
er  of  the  people  of  God  under  the  old 
difpenfation,  was  to  beconne  a  vtTiblc 
guide  to  theno^ndcr  the  new. 

Let  us  appltvlhefc  obfervations  to  the 
■  (lory  of  Ahaz.  .Conlcious  of  his  awn 
w  ickedricfs,  the  guilty  king  was  greatly 
alarmed  when  he  heard  id  the  confede¬ 
racy  of  the  kings  of  Syria  and  Ifrael  a- 
gainft  his  kingdom.  He  was  foverciga 
of  Judah,  and  defeended  of  Davul,  yet* 
forgetting  his  charter,  and  the  promife 
of  the  God  of  Ifrael,  “  That  he  would 
‘  naake  him  a  fure  honfe,  and  eftahlifh 
‘  his  kingdom  for  ever,”  from  a  fenfe  of 
his  owm  impiety  and  rebellion  againft  the 
divme  commands,  he  was  feized  with  a 
dreadful  panic  upon  the  news  of  the 
powerful  confederacy,  "  and  his  heart 
was  moved,  and  the  hearts  of  bis'peo- 
‘  pie,  as  the  trees  of  the  wood  are  mo- 
‘  ved  with  the  wind  ” 

In  this  difmal  conHernation,  left  Ahaz 
and  the  people  of  Judah  ihould  lofc 
heart  to  defend  themfelves  and  their 
kingdom,  or  left  they  Ibould  make  a 
truce,  or  form  any  criminal  alliance  wiik 
the  idolatrous  kings,  contrary  to  thccom- 
xnatids  of  their  God,  the  prophet  is  fent 
to  alTare  Ahaz  that  the  confederacy 
Ilionld  not  fuccced.  The  mcITagc  pro¬ 
ceeded  not  from  any  particular  regard 
to  him,  as  was  often  the  cafe  in  the 
times  of  the  good  kings  of  Judah,  for 
he  was  a  w’icked  prince;  but  the  fign  wat 
given  to  hearten  Ahaz  and  his -people, 
becaiife  the  confederate  kin^s  intended 
lo  conquer  Judah  and  make  it  a  trilniia- 
ry  kingdom,  to  change  the  fucceflion 
the  thi  one,  and,  -in  a  word,  to  break  the 
entail  w'liich  God  bad  fixcij  concerning 
the  royalty  of  Judah.

tN  the  more  early  ages,  while  man  was 
1  unconirouled  by  human  law’8,  per- 
liap*  a  knowledge  of  few  things  was 
wilely  initecl  to  his  rude  Uate.

Lctiis  view  thofe 
men  who  arc  ikilied  in  theology,  the 
theory  and  practice  of  phyiic,  mathema- 
ticK,  and  the  other  liberal  arts,  witTi  the 
happy  conTcquences  of  the  different  dif- 
co'  cries  made  in  the  feveral  branches, 
and  fay,  if  we  can,  that  their  labours  arc 
Hit  Ids  to  fiicicty.  To  afi'ert  fiich  a  doc¬ 
trine  w  ould  feem  a  flrangc  prefumption, 
and  what  it  is  believed  fcw’>nen  will  pre¬ 
tend  to  do,  further  than  they  may  em¬ 
brace  an  argument  againft  the  propofi- 
tion  for  the  lake  of  difpute,  and  which 
would  require  a  competent  degree  of 
knowledge  in  the  very  article  they  in¬ 
veigh  againll,  tofupport  them  in  the  un¬ 
ci  eria  king. 

I  am  aw'are,  however,  that  it  has  been 
faid  the  tffeifts  of  learning,  in  fomc  men, 
have  been  dangerous  to  f(K!iety;  and 
i:at  a  knowledge  of  thing!  has  only  fer  - 


ved  as  an  inftrument  to  pervert  the  mindf 
of  I'uch  as  may  be  led  into  fialfe  prin-> 
ciples.  But  this  it»  arguing  from  abiifes. 

It  is  indeed  true,  that  bad  men  t)f  great 
learning  have  appeared  indifierciit  ages^ 
and  that,  in  this  particular,  the  prrfent 
age  is  no  exception. '  But  what  docs  al| 
that  prove?  Docs  it  cltablilh  that  learn¬ 
ing  is  not  of  real  advantage,  becaufc  tbit 
or  the  other  learned  man  hare  perverted 
their  talents?  By  no  means.  I  cannot 
imagine  that  thefe  exceptions  have  the 
fmalieft  influence  upon  the  qaeilioii.  It 
is  indeed  unlucky  that  education  ihould 
be  turned  to  fu  vile  purpol'es;  but  Hill  it 
only  prrwes  that  learning  has  been  mif- 
applied,  not  that  it  is  otherways  hurtful 
to  fociety. 

On  the  contrary,  the  frequent  fuccefs- 
ful  attacks  upon  Juhtih  nvriters^  by  mca 
of  equal  learning  and  better  principles^ 
fliow  to  a  demonftration  of  what  ufe  it  is  ; 
and  that  thefe  wits,  whodifplay  their  in¬ 
genuity  with  fuch  unw’orlhy  views  as  to 
deceive,  arc  always  catclied  in  their  own 
net,  and  fet  at  nought  by  orthodox  an- 
tagonifts;  fo  that,  fuppofing  a  line  of 
comparifon  were  drawn  betwixt  the  tw'o 
opponents,  it  cannot  bear  a  doubt  that 
the  number  of  learned  w’icked  men  comes 
fir  ihort  of  thofe  poflefling  an  oppofite  ^ 
character. 

It  would  be  a  moft  ungenerous  con- 
clufion  to  fnppofe,  that,  becaufe  one 
man  of  learning  is  difpofed  to  be  wicked, 
therefore  all  learned  men  arc  fo.  That 
would  be  a  fnppofition  equally  deflitute 
of  reafon  and  truth;  but,  iinlefswccan 
fay  fo,  we  fay  nothing ;  and  the  whole 
arguments  on  the  other  fide  mud  fall  to 
the  ground. 

I  fliall  allow  that  there  have  been 
a  great  number  of  literati,  who  have 
been  the  authors  of  had  principles,  and 
have  propaled  their  ientiments  to  the 
world;  but  docs  it  from  thence  followj 
that  their  opinions  arc  to  Ih;  held  in  Aich 
high  veneration,  that  every  man  is  to 
fubfcrilre  to  them  ?  By  no  means.  I 
humbly  apprehend  fuch  performances 
can  only  gain  ground  with  the  more  dif- 
fipatcd,  and  upon  whom  the  pureft  ex¬ 
amples  at  any  rate  could  have  no  influ¬ 
ence;  fo  that  thefe  libertine  authors, 
however  far  they  may  have  an  effcdl  upon 
thofe  of  a  ftmtiar  way  of  thinking,  and 
flourifli  like  weeds  in  a  barren  foil,  yet  j 
with  others  of  better  notions,  though 
they  may  be  corfidtred  as  having  great 
talents,  few  would  ebufe  to  become  tjprtr 
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Hifciples.  I'lie  att.icks  of  irpcnuitv,  it,  that  he  pricked  with  hi#  own  h«n4

A  modejl  Defence  <>/' Puff i ng. 

IT  is  fome  what  ’c  riarkablc,  that,  while 
almoft  every  body  pradtiles  the  art  of 
puffing,  every  body  decries  it.  Politi¬ 
cians  and  cpiacks  plead  right  of  preferinw 
tion,  indeed,  to  putf  off  ihcir  projeoA 
and  their  poifons.  It  ha;»  not  been  till 
of  late  years,  that  artilts,  artifans,  and 
mechanics,  have  brought  it  into  univer- 
fal  ufe,  to  recommend  their  labours  tc% 
public  notice,  to  the  great  emolument 
of  thcmfclvcs,  periodical  publications, 
and  the  ftamp  office.  It  is  hard,  there- 
fote,  there  flioiild  be  one  fet  of  men, 
wlu)  are  denied  the  open  uTe  of  this  pri¬ 
vilege,  which  is  fo  CTuntnofi  to  others. 
Thefc  arc  authors,  who,  tliough  they* 
praidfife  felf  commendation  in  private, 
no  doubt,  as  much  as  others,  are  yet  ac- 
cufed  of  arrogance  and  impudence,  if 
they  openly  fet  up  their  pretenGons  to 
merit,  however  julUy  fuch  pretenGons 
m  ly  be  founded.  It  is  laid  that  modc- 
fty  is  inseparable  from  merit.  It  may 
be  fo ;  and  there  may  be  no  immodefty 
in  laying  ajudclaim  to  the  applaiifethat 
is  due  to  it. — The  Jaonque  opus  rxegr^ 
the  monuwentum  are  perennius.  See, 
of  the' antientB,  fufficienthy  Ihcw*  that 
puffing  vi’as,  in  former  times,  the  com¬ 
mon  and  allowed  practice  of  the  poets  ; 
and  indeed  feems  as  ntceflary  to  fuch  of. 
them  as  would  profit  by  the  public,  a» 
the  puffs  of  any  other  artift  or  artifan 
\Yh«Ttevcr. 

It  is  this  ncccffity  which  has  thrown 
fo  much  influence  into  the  hands  of  the 
editors  of  our  periotlical  publications, 
fuch  RA  Reviews,  Magazines,  and  News¬ 
papers.  *•  Were  I  not  Alexander  (lafil 
the  mighty  foa  of  Philip),  1  would  Chufe 
to  be  Diogenes.”  In  like  manner,  weri 
I  not  an  author,  I  ffiould  chufe  to  be 
editor  of  a  Magazine  or  an  Evening 
CUronicic.  Authors,  indeed,  whole 


tvorks  arc  calculated  for  poftcrity,  may 
cont'cT  imir.ort  I’.ity  on  othcri»,  in  beco¬ 
ming"  initnorta)  tliemrclvca ;  ind  ihofe 
|K  ri()iu  who  aic  ambitious  of  making  a 
figure  in  life  after  they  are  dead,  and  af¬ 
fording  a  fubject  of  converfati*ju  a  thou- 
land  years  hence,  may  pay  their  court  to 
hilloriani,  poets,  and  editors  of  vohimts 
in  folio:  bat,  in  this  age  of  calculation 
and  cunning,  in  which

if  never  msre  than  it  ^ill  bring  ; 

when  reputation  is  valued  only  as  it  im¬ 
mediately  contributes  to  profit  or  plea- 
fure,  and  fcarce  even  a  devotee  of  cither 
fex  would  give  a  pinch  of  1‘nutf  for  cano- 
niz^tioti,  the  report  of  the  day  is  all  th  it 
is  regarded ;  and  the  fixpeniiy  Magazine, 
nr  the  (ingle  (beet  of  fiamped  p  iper  on¬ 
ly,  is  thought  w't>rth  reading.  It  i-*  with 
our  modern  candidates  for  fame,  as  with 
modern  fpendlhrifTs  of  money :  a  cur¬ 
rent  character  ferves  the  one,  .is  enrrent 
calh  docs  the  other;  and,  provided  they 
feel  no  want  for  immediate  ule,  they 
care  not  at  what  intered  ciliitr  Is  U.ken 
up.  Eager  as  they  feein  in  piiihilt<'f  a 
goixl  name,  it  is  only  to  f^tisfy  tnt  cta- 
vings  of  .a  prefent  appetite;  to  g.^iify 
which  they  w’ould  fell  their  fat  tire  cl.aims 
on  reputation,  as  Efau  diil  h:^  biithrig!:t, 
for  a  niefs  of  pottage.  Uiulcr  ihtfe  cir- 
cumltances,  it  is  ik»  wonder  the  ediiois 
of  our  periodical  pubhcatioris  have  rl'eii 
to  ctinfequencc.  Tor  fuch  is  the  liberty 
i»f  the  pre.'s,  or  at  lead  tlic  liberty  taken 
with  it,  that  there  i:>  not  a  virtue  or  vice, 
moral  or  political,  with  wliich  thefe  po¬ 
pular  difpenfers  of  fame  do  not  iHTcafnm- 
ally  compliment  tlieir  own  favouritei,  or 
lligmatifc  the  favourites  of  tithers. 
Their  unconiroul.iblc  power  over  our 
lives  and  birtuncs  has  been  long  the  fiib- 
jeed  of  raillery  among  the  wits;  but,  fa¬ 
tal  as  thi?  power  hath  fome times  proved 
to  fond  mothers,  foolilh  fiders,  and 
fctble  friends,  it. is  but  temporary.  Nj- 
ture  fo  far  lakes  tlic  lead  of  art,  that  not 
the  pen  of  a  Swift  could  perl'uade  Par- 
fr’dge  the  alrnanick-maker  to  number 
himfclf  with  the  dead;  nor  even  that  of 

a  Iv - k  prevail  on  Bcckcl  not  to  con- 

ctlt  himfelf  dill  among  the  living,  though 
difp»iched  long  fince  ti>  the  dormitory 
of  the  unburied  dead.  Their  influence, 
however,  over  the  moral  and  poiitied 
lite  of  the  individnil,  which  fonic  old- 
falhiunev!  people  dill  ati'c(^t  to  prefer  to 
the  natuui,  is  fomewhat  more  lading; 


fo  that  the  latter  is  frequently  at  i  cioii 
before  the  former  is  fairly  devclojxd.  I 
This  would,  indeed,  be  a  matter  nf  no  j 
grc.it  confcqucnce,  if  it  only  aScdcd 
fuch  poets  and  patriots  as  hnguil.h  in 
poverty,  and  glorv  in  perdcutioii,  to  cii' 
iiauce  thtir  merit  with  poftcilty;  buf 
with  thole  common  geniufes,  who  would 
turn  the  penny  to  advantage,  and  rcgaid 
fame  only  is  the  way  to  fortune,  it  is  a 
matter  of  more  moment.  A  reputaiiun  ' 
to  lad  ibi'  ages,  mud  be  genuine  and  dt- 
lerycd.  The  fame  of  the  day  may  be 
falfe  and  unmerited:  its  purpoie  i»an- 
fwered  before  the  fallacy  is  (feteded; 
and,  if  the  fading  leaves  drop  from  the 
laurel,  they  ilifplay  the  golden  ones 
growing  up  in  their  de.ad:  A  inetamor-  ! 
phclis  this,  full  -  as  natural  as  thit  of  J 
Daphne,  from  w'hom  the  laurel  is  faid  to 
have  fprung.  It  is  but  poetical  jutticc, 
that  a  coronet  of  gold  Ihou’d  be  fubltitu- 
ted  ill  the  place  of  a  chaplet  of  bays,' 
when  a  modem  civic  cri>wn  is  only  to 
be  purchafed  by  a  purfe  of  guineas. 
Give  our  news- paper  manufacturers  but 
their  cue  and  their  fee,  and  it  will  not 
be  their  fault  if  you  have  not  all  the  me-  * 
fit  with  tiu*  public  you  have  the  vanity 
to  delire.  lienee  it  i^,  that  prclcndcil 
of  all  kinds  are  anived  t«*  fueh  a  degree 
of  credit  and  iidb’cnce,  a?  to  lilencc  re'ol 
vverih,  and  bear  down  modelty.  before 
them.  Hence  fo  many  lloiiridiiag  dunces  » 
in  every  fcicnce,  ait,  ahd  profclTuwi. 
Hence  fo  many  babblers  in  the  pulpit, 
brawlers  at  the  bar,  and  blufterers  on 
the  ttage.  Hence  fo  many  bulh  covered 
blockheads  in  Wai  wick- lane  and  the 
Olil  Bailey.  Hence— -but  not  to  drag 
on  the  braad  wheels  of  common*  place— ^  ] 

when  men,  fo  remarkably  inodeft  as  our 
periodical  editors,  have  eilablilhed  them- 
telves  the  puff- peiifioRcrs  of  the  public, 
who,  that  has  a  guinea  in  his  pocket, 
need  defpair  of  a  chaiavler,  cither  as  a 
poet,  pleader,  player,  parfou,  phyfician, 
or  patriot  ?  It  maybe  faid,  indeeri,  ofl 
the  principle  of*  protnoting  commerce, 
that  the  opening  of  every  new  channel 
of  trade  ouplit  to  be  encouraged,  and 
that  the  piddling  pi  ae^icc  »»f  retail  dedi¬ 
cation  tt»  individuals  is  hence  laudal^ly 
converted  into  a  wholefalc  traffic  Qt 
fiiig  for  the  public.

■f  \  regard  to  the  London  baker,  aik 
I  him  of  what  parts  of  the  wheat  his 
h'fid  is  made,  and  he  frankly  acknow¬ 
ledges  he  cannot  tell;  and  how  Ihould 
he :  He  can  buy  only  what  is  to  be  fold? 

^  and  the  qualitv  is  not  afeertained  with 
anv  fuch  precHion  as  to  enable  him  to 
ani’wer  the  qiieftion.  He,  poor  man  ! 
diK'*!  the  beft  he  can,  not  to  give  a  fweet 
i  whtdefome  aliment,  but  foracthing 
which  is  white.  He  knows  that  bread 
made  of  a  proper  proportion  of  the 
'4  wh'.Mt,  not  only  differs  in  colour,  but  is 
moiOer  at  the  end  of  eight  days  than  his 
the  third  day;  he  likewifc  knows  that  it 
fleeter,  and  has  the  native  grateful 
flavour  of  the  wheat,  as  the  God  of  na¬ 
ture  hath  given  it,  and  not  as  it  hath 
been  adulterated.  * 

The  affize  on  bread,  as  far  as  appears, 
for  fome  hundred  years,  did  not  vary; 
fn  the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  it  was 
thought  proper  that  there  Ihould  be  a 
new  affi/.e,  and  that  three  forts  of  bread 
hiouid  be  aflized.  This  was  t  afy  in  fpecu- 
Htion,  but  not  in  practice.  If  the  parlia¬ 
ment  had  required  us  to  eat  plumb  cake, 
leed  cake,  or  fugared-cake,  we  flioiild 
have  known  that  currants,  feed,  and  fw- 
gar,  conftituted  the  difference;  but  from 
the  moment  the  law  made  diflindions  in 
tlie  divihon  of  the  flour  for  three  diffc- 
rrnt  kinds  of  bread  forcommon  ufe,  we 
were  expofedto  the  mercy  of  the  miliar 
to  give  the  baker  what  he  pleafed,  and 
crdl  it  by  what  name  be  pleafed;  we 
could  only  judge  whether  the  bread  plea- 
fed  us  or  not. 

I'he  honeft  mealman,  who  meant  to 
bring  good  flour  to  market,  found  it  al- 
molt  impoffible  to  divide  it  fo  as  to  make 
three  kinds  of  good  bread  :  the  baker  as 
well  as  the  confumcr  alfo  found,  that 
hv  could  not  make  fuch  a  confiderable 
difference  in  price,  as  the  law  required, 
nnlefs  the  urtl  fort  had  all  the  heart  of 
the  wheat,  and  the  third  a  large  portion 
of  bran.  However,  the  law  took  place, 
and  the  miller,  and  the  baker,  divided 
and  fubdividt  d ;  an<l  inifead  of  flour  for 
bread,  and  the  bran  that  remained,  ac- 
toidrng  toantient  pra<ftice,  whereby  the 


beggar  as  well  as  the  prince  was  pleafed^ 
alfized  bread  Ixvame  a  mydery,  and  wc 
no  longer  knew  what  we  were  eating.— 
The  attempt  to  prepare  one  part  for 
white,  another  for  wheaten,  and  a  third 
for  h  jufehoii  bread,  was  found  imprac¬ 
ticable,  as  the  inferior  kind  could  have 
no  portion  of  the  bed  parts  of  the  wheat; 
and  the  baker  could  not  live  by  making 
it. 

The  houfehoM  being  rejc(flcd,  in  great 
towns  the  confumpiion  of  white  bread 
became  general. 

If  4  bulhets  of  wheat,  of  a  medium 
weight  of  57  tb.  produce  3  bufliels  of 
flour  of  561b.  to  the  hufliel,  then  the 
weight  of  I  quarter  of  wheat 

is  -  -  -  456  lb. 

And  the  flour  it  produce'*,  6  bu- 
fhels  at  56  lb.  per  bulhcl,  is  3361b. 
Bur  three* fourths  of  the  wheat 

is  -  •  -  34alb. 

If  the  miller  is  right,  he  muft  include 
61*0.  of  flue  pollard.  This  difficulty  i| 
of  no  moment  iu  the  computation,  as  it 
mud  depend  on  the  quality  of  the  wheat, 
the  feafon,  the  breakage,  and  fuch  cir- 
cumftances. 

I  have  feen  wheat  of  591b. 
to  the  bufhel  (which  they  lay  is 
alb.  belter  than  the  mcdiuiu 
weight),  produce  in  flour  per 
quarter  of  wheat  -  -  3581b. 

This,  however,  depends  on  the  quality 
of  the  wheat,  and  the  manner  iu  which  it  is 
ground  and  bolted.  In  the  lad  cafe,  the- 
breakage  wad  not  above  half  a  pound  in 
a  hufliel;  whereas  in  the’eommon  rim  of 
wheats,'  dud,  grinding,  and  bolting, 
fome  millers  edimate  at  i-j  lb.  per  bu¬ 
fhel.  This  I  take  for  granted,  on  the 
comparifon  of  half  a  pound  to  be  a  large 
perquifitc;  though  it  mud  be  obferved, 
that  particular  wheat,  compared  to  the 
general  run,  makes  a  vad  difference. 

One  and  a  half  pound  breakage  is  fup- 
pofed,  when  the  miller  fays  that  8  bu- 
ibels  of  wheat  produce  6  bulhcls  of  flour, 
or  -  -  -  '3361b. 

A  quarter  of  wheat  (of  57  lb.  to* the  bu¬ 
fhel,  confidcrcd  as  the  medium  weight) 
confequcntly  produces  flour  -  3361b.

the  diltrcfl'es  that  many  have  lately  expe¬ 
rienced. 

Add  to  this,  the  national  expence  that 
we  are,  and  have  been  at,  in  building 
forts,  keeping  garrifons  and  fquadrons 
on  the  coaft  of  Africa  to  fecurefor  them 
the  Dave  trade,  and  troops  and  men 
of  war  in  the  Weft-Indies,  to  protect .

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 

Sfftyrnat  Sept,  3. 

HE  1 6th  of  laft  month,  tl>€  Ruflian 
Heet  arrived  betorc  Bodroun,  and 
huntharded  that  town  and  the  caftle, 
half  of  which  is  dcllroyed;  they  alfo 
blind  a  new  man  of  war  and  a  galley  in 
the  port,  which  were  ready  to  put  to 
lt.i.  This  rxjKrdition  cud  the  Greeks 
Very  dear,  for  they  were  almod  all  maf- 
lacrcd  by  the  Turks  before  the  depar¬ 
ture  of  the  Ruliian  Ihips. 

“  I'he  mailer  of  a  French  merchant¬ 
man  arrived  here  the  23d  t)f  Augull  laft 
from  Alexandria,  after  having  been  vi- 
fited  by  the  Ruliian  fleet,  has  depofed  in 
the  French  chancery  the  following  re- 
p'jit : — “  Adn.iral  Spiritow  has  charged 
me  to  pi  c  lent  his  compliments  to  the 
Fri  luih  conful,  and  to  tell  him  that  his 
txccileiicy  intended  to  come  here  to  pay 
him  a  vilit  in  a  very  little  time.” — This 
news  occalions  the  greatelt  uneafinefs 
among  the  Chrillians  in  this  port,  who 
are  alraid  of  meeting  with  a  fate  funilar 
to  that  of  the  Gfteks  of  Bodroun.” 

Frontiers  oj  Turkey ^  Sept,  20.  “  Wc 
arc  informed,  by  pretty  got»d  authority, 
that  the  Aullrian  and  Prulhan  minifters 
at  ConPiantinople  have  of  late  demanded 
an  audience  of  the  grand  fignior,  at 
which  they  delivered  a  letter,  tigned  by 
the  emperor  and  the  king  of  Pruftia,  of¬ 
fering  themfelves  as  mediators  to  a  new 
congrefs  for  negociating  the  peace,  pro- 
mifing  they  would  adt  as  impartially  as 
pofiihle,  as  their  intention  was  intirely 
to  put  an  end  to  the  prefent  war:  But 
they  received  for  anlwer,  that,  if  peace 
VMS  really  their  intention,  they  fhould 
make  application  to  the  court  of  Ver- 
failles,  to  which  the  Sublime  Porte  had 
given  a  full  |)owcr  to  aCl  in  liial  matter 
w  ith  full  HUthinity,  that  court  always 
had  the  intereft  of  the  Porte  at  heart.” 

Leg  hr  n.  Sept,  28.  They  W’ritc 
from  Alexandria,  that  the  people  of  E- 
gypt  are  fully  contented  with  the  go¬ 
vernment  of  Mchemet  Abmidaab;  and 
that  the  latter,  willing  to  keep  well  with 
the  Ru(han«,  and  to  prevent  them  from 
Itopping  the  lliips  belonging  to  the  Egyp- 
tuumcichaats,  bad  juft  fent  to  the  com* 


mandant  a  prefent  of  fix  ftne^horfes, 
richly  caparifoned.” 

HaguCt  OFi,  24*  “  Prince  Gallitzin, 
envoy- extraordinary  from  the  court  of 
RulVia,  has  received  the  following  letter 
from  count  Uomanzow: — **  The  feraf- 
kier,  Numan  Pacha,  having  re-aflembled 
the  remains  of  his  corps  after  his  defeat 
near  Budgiac  Kainardgi,  and  having  alfo 
received  a  reinforcement  from  Siliftria, 
detached  from  Carafow  the  pacha  Dgia-* 
fer,  with  xo,ooo  men,  moftly  infantry, 
with  artillery,  to  feize  upon  Hiribwa; 
and,  in  order  to  cover  the  enterprife,  or¬ 
dered  the  pachas  Czerkes  and  Arnaut  to 
make  a  movement  on  the  fide  of  lieut.- 
gen.  Ungern,  polled  at  Babadagh.  On 
the  14th  of  September,  Dgiafer  appeared 
under  thecaftle  of  Hirfowa,and  attacked 
the  corps  under  gen.  Suwarow,  who 
kept  him  in  play  till  he  was  joined  by  a' 
brigade  from  an  iftand  on  the  Danube,* 
on  the  arrival  of  which  they  both  fell  on 
the  enemy,  who,  Uncling  himfelf  envelo¬ 
ped  on  both  (ides,  was  forced  to  retire 
in  great  diforder.  He  w'as  purfued  thir¬ 
ty  w'erftes,  and  loft  2100  men  killed,  and 
2CQ  made  prifoners,  above  half  of  whom 
are  dangcroufly  wounded.  Six  cannon 
and  one  mortar,  with  a  great  quantity  of 
provifions  and  amunition,  have  by  this 
adlioH  fallen  into  our  hands.” 

POLAND. 

.Thorn t  Sept,  26,  **  About  a  week 
ago  I  difpatched  a  veifel  laden  with  corn 
for  Dantzick,  but  an  unexpeded  acci¬ 
dent  prevented  it  from  purfuing  its  def- 
tinedcourfe.  The  Pruflians  have  (lop¬ 
ped  all  the  boats, coming  from  hence, 
and  inlift  on  our  felling  the  wheat  at 
three  florins  a  buOiel,  which  coft  us  five, 
and  the  rye  at  two  florins,  W'hich  coft  us  , 
three.  Add  to  this  the  farther  lofs  we  * 
mlift  have  fuffered  by  the  unconfcionable 
meafure  the  Pruflians  ufe  when  they  are 
to  buy;  and  you,  may  judge  of  the  a- 
larm  wc  were  thrown  into  by  this  de¬ 
mand.

drawn  from  the  emulation  among  boys; 
but  I  will  venture  to  tell  A  Fat  her  y  he 
quite  miftakes  the  matter;  for  the  boys 
l>€low  twenty  or  thereby,  lofe  their  fpi- 
rit,  as  they  find  it  is  impoflible  they  will 
ever  get  up  to  the  lop,  w’hich  is  another 
manifeft  real'on  again  ft  fo  crowded  a 
dais.  * 

I  can  fee  no  poflible  way  fo  nume¬ 
rous  a  fchool  can  anfwer,  except  every 
boy  prepare  his  leffon  at  home,  under 
the  eye  of  a  private  tutor,  as  is  the  efta- 
bliftunent  of  Eton  fchool :  but  there 
they  have  ten  mafters ;  and  I  dare  aver 
thefe  ten  gentlemen  have  no  more  pu¬ 
pils  to  I'uperintend  than  your  five  ma¬ 
ilers  hive;  but  this  private  tutor  cjiufcs 
an  expcncc  that  ordinary  people,  even  in 
your  town,  are  not  able  to  bear:  and, 
indeed,  I  myfelf  have  no  mind  to  under¬ 
go  it,  when  I  can  favc  it  by  keef  ing  my 
fons  at  a  fchool  where  the  mafter  is  fully 
able  himfclf  to  attend  to  every  boy. 

*  I  wmII  only  juft  now  mention,  what  I 
have  often  told  you  already,  that  1  anfi 
perfuaded  that  the  moft  intimate  con¬ 
nexions,  and  ftriXeft  friendlhips,  that 
may  be  of  ufe  in  their-aftcr  lives,  arc 
formed  cafier  among  a  few  than  in  a 
great  multitude ,  and  that,  when  fixty 
or  feventy  boys  begin  at  once,  they  can¬ 
not,  Ihould  not,  be  kept  together  for  five 
years,  as  more  than  atlealt  one  third  of 
them  will  not  be  able  to  keep  up ;  and 
yet,  by  your  plan,  thcyriuft;  whereas, 
in  the  fchool  my  fons  are  at,  ^lieir  mafter 
Hot  only  has  it  in  his  power,  but  often  is 
obliged  to  advance  feme,  and  put  back 
others,  as  he  fees  caufe;  and  this  1  take 
to  be  an  inc:;prcffiblc  advantage.
